The  Berry  for  Good  Pies 

Gooseberries  may  be  grown  in  America  just  as 
easily  as  in  Europe,  where  almost  every  cottage 
garden  has  its  planting  of  Gooseberry  bushes.

3  feet  apart  in  the  rows. 

Eldorado.  Very  popular,  on  account  of  its  extreme  hardi¬ 
ness  and  vigor.  Berries  are  medium  size,  jet-black,  and 
very  sweet.  Fruits  early  to  midseason.  Transplanted 
canes,  $2  per  doz.,  $12  per  100. 

Taylor.  A  most  profitable  late  variety.  Clean,  healthy 
foliage  with  berries  of  good  size  and  very  productive.
